We have freqently seen deaf persons 
of refined manners and high education 
treated in this way hy people high in 
authority in schools for the deaf, 
people who at piihlle exhibitions 

speak so profoundly on deaf -mute edu- 
cation and who manifest such great 
anxiety for the welfare of the siicnf, 
I hat a casual listener must I hink them 
the soul of philanthropy. [t might he 
just as well for these teachers and 
others I., understand that, the deaf 

have feelings and discerning powers, 
and know the difference hot U een sin- 
cerity and humbug. If is time for them 
to understand thai the standard ofedu 
cation among ihe deaf is pretty high 

at present,— that the numher 'of , ,1 

uiated deaf people is constantly on 

the increase, and that these men and 

women of education and refinement, 

even though they ho ,|oaf, , v i|| ,,,, 

longer stand such incivilities as are 

shown them hy Hi,. *< I lioughtlesMiesH" 

of those instructors w ho can readily 
communicate with them, [f the deal 

would make it a point to mark those 

w ho are gjven to the " thoughtless" 

hahit of turning then hacks on them 

during a conversation, and would ,,c 
Oasionally treat them to a dose of the 
same medicine, it would do a world of 
good.

people will condescend to speak or 

Write to the deaf uhen they have 
Others who can hear to lull hack on. 

Though if is uncharitable to expi 

such a wish, we should like to see some 

of our great theorists on this subject be 

come profoundly deaf, jusl lo convince 
them that will i" all their line wa\s, 

their knowledge of the world and their 
conversational powers, they would 

find il difficult work lo ...;ei hearing 
people to carry on an on I i nary OOnvej 
lion with them and, at last find them- 
selves driven, either to the privacy of 
their homes, or to the society of their 
deaf fellows, not only from s\ 'input h\ , 

but, would you believe It, necessity. 

Theories are errand things op paper,
